The Oounoll wae called to order by the Mayor, Roll call showed the following

The Minutes of the last regular mooting were read and Councilman Bartholomew moved

the adoption of same as read. The motion was seoonded by Councilman Alford and same pre-

vailed by the following votet Ayes, Oounoilmen Alford, Bartholomew, Olllie, Mayor Miller,

and Councilman Wolf, 5i nays, none.

Judge £• 0. Oalnes appeared before the Oounoll and aeked that the 6" water main now

being laid on Riverside Drive be extended to the City limits to replaoe the present 2"

water main, which Is Inadequate to supply the preeent demand, and In support of his request

further stated that he considered the City morally obligated to make this replaoement In

view of the faot that when this 2" line was laid several years ago It was paid for by

private subscription, with the understanding that all subsequent connect ions to same would

bear their pro rata part of the cost of the line, but connections were permitted without

this having been done and the original contributors have not been reimbursed for the cost

of this extension* The matter was referred to the Oity Manager and Superintendent of the
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Water Division for consideration*
Dr. Fred At Hurray appeared before the Oounoil and asked that, in order to assist

the Dairy Inspector in a more thorough enforcement of the Milk Ordinance, a veterinarian
be employed to take charge of the sanitation and inepeotion of dairy oattle. The Oounoil

took the matter under advisement.
Mayor Miller moved that in recognition of the faithful and efficient volunteer ser-

vices which Edward Roblnaon, Jr., has rendered to the Austin Fire Department for many years

without compensation, the said Edward Robinson, Jr*, be named Honorary fire Chief of this
Department, euoh oomraleelon to oarry with it no remuneration* The motion was seoonded by

Mr* M* H. Orookott appeared before the Oounoil and asked that the Pure Food Ordinance

be amended so as to permit fruit stand dealers to substitute electric fans for screens at

their plaoee of business* The matter was referred to the Olty Manager, Olty Attorney and
Olty Health Officer for consideration.

Messrs. George Rowley and Paul Williams, representing the Austin Municipal Band,

appeared before the Oounoil and submitted an offer to render ten concerts this summer for

the sum of 11100*00, each performance to be given with a 25-pleoe band, and all poetpon-

mente on account of Inclement weather to be replaced by said Band without extra cost to the
Olty* Oounollman Olllls moved that the offer of the Austin Municipal Band be accepted and

the Olty Manager be instructed to enter Into contract with said Band accordingly* The
motion was seconded'by Oounollman Alford and same prevailed by the following vote: Ayes,
Councilman Alford, Bartholomew, Olllls, Mayor Miller, and Oounollman Wolf, 5; nays, none*

At the request of Mr. Jack Dempsey, it was agreed that one of the ten concerts to be
given by the Austin Municipal Band would be given on Labor Day, and the Committee was so

Oounollman Bartholomew Introduced a resolution appropriating the sum of $1100*00 out

of the Contingent Fund of the General Fund for the payment of the concerts to be rendered

by the Austin Municipal Band, which was read and ordered laid over for one week before

WHEREAS, certain conflicts and inconsistencies now exist between the Use District map
and the Height and Area District map resulting from the failure to correct the original
Height and Area map as submitted to the City Council by the Zoning Commission to correspond
to certain changes in the Use District map which were made by the City Council subsequent to
its submission to the Council by the Zoning Commission; and



WHEREAS, whenever a change is mad* in the Use Oittriot map a corresponding change
•hould simultaneously bs mad* in the Height and Araa District map of tha corresponding
araas in ordar that tha Haight and Araa rastriotions will harmonies with tha changes in ths
Usa designations; and

WHEREAS, ths Board of Adjustment has found two of suoh discrepancies; therefore,

THAT tha Oity Council be requested and urged to change tha following described Height
and Area Districts to conform to tbs previous changes of Usa designation of thasa same dis-
tricts as follcwai

(1) To amend the Height and Area designation of all that property fronting on Vest
Stab Street extending back from each line of West 24th Btxeet approximately 150 feet and
taking In that portion of West 24th street lying between Ouadalupe Street and a line 186
feet woet of Rio Orande Street, BO as to change same from a First Height and Area District
to a Second Height and Area District.

(2) To amend the Height and Area designation of all that property fronting south on
West 29th Street from Ouadalupe street to Salado Street and extending north from 29th .Street
approximately 150 feet and all that property fronting north on West 29th Street from
Ouadalupe Street to the alley lying between Rio Orande Street and Salado Street and extend-
ing approximately 100 feet south of the south line of Weet 29th Street, so as to change
same from a First Height and Area Diet riot to a Second Height and Area District •

thenoe In a southerly direction and parallel irlth the oenterllne of Bio Orande Street a
distance of 44 feet: thenoe In a southwesterly direction and at a *5° angle irlth the center*
line of Rio Grande Street to a point 10 feet south, of the south lino of Lot 1: thenoe In a
westerly direction and parallel with the oenterllne. of West 29th Street a distance of 60
feet; thenoe In a northwesterly direction and at a *f5° angle with the oenterllne of West
29th Street to the eaet curb line of Salado Street: thenoe In a northerly direction and
parallel with the eaet lino of Salado Street a distance of SO foot; thenoe In an easterly
direction and at right angles with the oenterllne of Salado Street to the east line of

(1) That the Contractor shall construct a walkway at least 4* feet wide with guard

rails on each side at least ft feet high along and with the boundary linee of tbe working

space on the cast and south sides*
(2) That the Oontraotor shall In no way obstruct any fire plugs or other public utili-

ties In the construction of such guard rail*
(3) That provision shall be made for the normal flow of all storm waters In the gutter

and the Oontraotor will be responsible for any damage done due to obstruction of any such

storm waters*
(ft) That the Oontraotor shall place on the outside corners of any walkway, barricades

or obstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness*

(5) That the Oontraotor Is permitted to construct a temporary work office within such
allotted working epaoe provided suoh work office Is not within 25 feet of any comer street
Intersection* The Oontraotor and the owner, D. A. Bhlpwash, are permitted to place the

present wood store building temporarily so ae to occupy a portion of the sidewalk spaoe on
2gth Street and Salado Street for the period of this permit, but at the expiration of the

permit such store building shall be moved entirely off of Olty property*
(6) That the Oontraotor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose materials and other

obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately after the neoesslty for their existence

on iald sidewalk or street has ceased, suoh time to be determined by the Olty Manager, and

In any event all suoh sidewalk, barricades, materials, equipment and other obstructions

shall be removed not later than September 1, 1933*
(7) That the Oontraotor shall restore all public and private property injured during

the uss of such epaoe to as good condition as the eome existed before the use of such

space began*
(0) That the Olty reserves the right to revoke at any time any and all the privileges

herein granted or to require the erection or installation of additional barriers or safe-

guards if the conditions demand it*

(9) That the Oontraotor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety bond in the sum of

Five Thousand ($5000.00) Dollars, which ehall protect, indemnify and hold harmless the

City of Austin from any claims for damages to any person or property that may accrue to



ox be brought by any peraon by reason of the exeroiae of the privileges granted the Con-
tractor by the Oity of Austin and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pave-

ment and all other public property and public utilities disturbed or removed during the
construction work and shall further guarantee the construction of a walkway and other safe-

guard* during the occupancy of the space •

However, I do wleh to call your attention to certain of the Items listed that are at
this time of an emergency nature and cone let of work that the Oity will be called on to make
provision for during the next few yearst

Referring to the letter of tranemlttal of June 13th to which was attached detailed
project survey, Group No* I, Iteme numbers 2, 4, and 5 ft?e jobs that we particularly wish
to emphasise ae being of vital Interest to the city and which we wleh placed on the preferr-
ed list for consideration by your office* Similarly, under Group No* 2, Items 1, S, 3, 5
and o; Group No* 3, Items 1.2, and 4: Group no* 4, items 1 and 3, are also In our opinion
of the nature to receive primary consideration* The total of these Items IB |ll79
